Applicants argue that without the 
present invention no assays could be performed using the encoded polypeptide and that research tools are patentable. Applicants argue 
that assays and antibodies can be used for various purposes. However, Applicants have not identified a specific utility for the protein of 
the present invention. Nearly every protein can be used in an assay, or to produce antibodies, or can be localized in tissue. This 
information, respectfully, does not provide the artisan with specific and substantial utility for the protein of the present invention. Claims 1 , 
7-10, 12-25 and 29-33 remain rejected under 35 USC 112, first paragraph, for the reasons already of record on page 6 of the Office Actio// 
dated 8/18/03 because the present invention lacks utility as discussed above.. 
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
